Self-Styled 'Black Maquis'

The Doctor 
Says:

When a thermometer is placed 
under the tongue, an average tem- 
perature of 98.6 F. is recorded. Ma- 
ny normal persons have a mouth 
temperature which is higher 
or 
lower than this figure. 


Temperature 
is lowest in the 
morning and highest in the late af- 
ternoon or evening. To record these 
differences most hospitals have a 
practice of making routine temper- 
ature observations 
in the morn- 


ing on a fasting stomach before 
drink has been taken and between 
3 and 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 
There may be a normal difference 
in these temperatures of one 
to 
two degrees. 


If either the morning or after- 


noon mouth temperature is higher 
than 99.6 F., the 
temperature 
should be taken every four hours 
—at 7 a. m., 
11 a. m., 
3 p 
m, 
7 p m . and 11 p. m and during 
the night if the patient is awake. 


Proper method of taking mouth 
temperature is to wash the ther- 
mometer with soap and water and 
rinse it with plain water or anti- 
septic. 
It should be thoroughly 


shaken down and placed under the 
tongue with the lips closed. 


Shows Body Reaction 
Commonest variety of fever re- 
sults from an infection. It repres- 
ents the reaction of the body to 
an invasion by the germs. Usually 
the higher the fever the better the 
reaction. When the patient improves 
the temperature returns to normal. 
Fever which follows a surgical 
operation or an injury results from 
the-abssorption of destroyed tissues 
by the body. 


Although fever may be a sign 


of serious disease, it is one of the 
most important aids the body has 
in fighting infections.

eyes have become glassy, her hair 
dry, and her skin flabby. Is this 
due to her operation? 


ANSWER: She should consult her 
physician about her condition. If it 
is caused by too little thyroid se- 
cretion she can be given an extract 
of, the gland. If it is not caused 
by the operation, other treatments 
are in order.

The Doctor 
Says:

When a thermometer is placed 
under the tongue, an average tem- 
perature of 98.6 F. is recorded. Ma- 
ny normal persons have a mouth 
temperature which is higher 
or 
lower than this figure. 


Temperature 
is lowest in the 
morning and highest in the late af- 
ternoon or evening. To record these 
differences most hospitals have a 
practice of making routine temper- 
ature observations 
in the morn- 


ing on a fasting stomach before 
drink has been taken and between 
3 and 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 
There may be a normal difference 
in these temperatures of one 
to 
two degrees. 


If either the morning or after- 


noon mouth temperature is higher 
than 99.6 F., the 
temperature 
should be taken every four hours 
—at 7 a. m., 
11 a. m., 
3 p 
m, 
7 p m . and 11 p. m and during 
the night if the patient is awake. 


Proper method of taking mouth 
temperature is to wash the ther- 
mometer with soap and water and 
rinse it with plain water or anti- 
septic. 
It should be thoroughly 


shaken down and placed under the 
tongue with the lips closed. 


Shows Body Reaction 
Commonest variety of fever re- 
sults from an infection. It repres- 
ents the reaction of the body to 
an invasion by the germs. Usually 
the higher the fever the better the 
reaction. When the patient improves 
the temperature returns to normal. 
Fever which follows a surgical 
operation or an injury results from 
the-abssorption of destroyed tissues 
by the body. 


Although fever may be a sign 


of serious disease, it is one of the 
most important aids the body has 
in fighting infections.

eyes have become glassy, her hair 
dry, and her skin flabby. Is this 
due to her operation? 


ANSWER: She should consult her 
physician about her condition. If it 
is caused by too little thyroid se- 
cretion she can be given an extract 
of, the gland. If it is not caused 
by the operation, other treatments 
are in order.

The Doctor 
Says:

When a thermometer is placed 
under the tongue, an average tem- 
perature of 98.6 F. is recorded. Ma- 
ny normal persons have a mouth 
temperature which is higher 
or 
lower than this figure. 


Temperature 
is lowest in the 
morning and highest in the late af- 
ternoon or evening. To record these 
differences most hospitals have a 
practice of making routine temper- 
ature observations 
in the morn- 


ing on a fasting stomach before 
drink has been taken and between 
3 and 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 
There may be a normal difference 
in these temperatures of one 
to 
two degrees. 


If either the morning or after- 


noon mouth temperature is higher 
than 99.6 F., the 
temperature 
should be taken every four hours 
—at 7 a. m., 
11 a. m., 
3 p 
m, 
7 p m . and 11 p. m and during 
the night if the patient is awake. 


Proper method of taking mouth 
temperature is to wash the ther- 
mometer with soap and water and 
rinse it with plain water or anti- 
septic. 
It should be thoroughly 


shaken down and placed under the 
tongue with the lips closed. 


Shows Body Reaction 
Commonest variety of fever re- 
sults from an infection. It repres- 
ents the reaction of the body to 
an invasion by the germs. Usually 
the higher the fever the better the 
reaction. When the patient improves 
the temperature returns to normal. 
Fever which follows a surgical 
operation or an injury results from 
the-abssorption of destroyed tissues 
by the body. 


Although fever may be a sign 


of serious disease, it is one of the 
most important aids the body has 
in fighting infections.

eyes have become glassy, her hair 
dry, and her skin flabby. Is this 
due to her operation? 


ANSWER: She should consult her 
physician about her condition. If it 
is caused by too little thyroid se- 
cretion she can be given an extract 
of, the gland. If it is not caused 
by the operation, other treatments 
are in order.

The Doctor 
Says:

When a thermometer is placed 
under the tongue, an average tem- 
perature of 98.6 F. is recorded. Ma- 
ny normal persons have a mouth 
temperature which is higher 
or 
lower than this figure. 


Temperature 
is lowest in the 
morning and highest in the late af- 
ternoon or evening. To record these 
differences most hospitals have a 
practice of making routine temper- 
ature observations 
in the morn- 


ing on a fasting stomach before 
drink has been taken and between 
3 and 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 
There may be a normal difference 
in these temperatures of one 
to 
two degrees. 


If either the morning or after- 


noon mouth temperature is higher 
than 99.6 F., the 
temperature 
should be taken every four hours 
—at 7 a. m., 
11 a. m., 
3 p 
m, 
7 p m . and 11 p. m and during 
the night if the patient is awake. 


Proper method of taking mouth 
temperature is to wash the ther- 
mometer with soap and water and 
rinse it with plain water or anti- 
septic. 
It should be thoroughly 


shaken down and placed under the 
tongue with the lips closed. 


Shows Body Reaction 
Commonest variety of fever re- 
sults from an infection. It repres- 
ents the reaction of the body to 
an invasion by the germs. Usually 
the higher the fever the better the 
reaction. When the patient improves 
the temperature returns to normal. 
Fever which follows a surgical 
operation or an injury results from 
the-abssorption of destroyed tissues 
by the body. 


Although fever may be a sign 


of serious disease, it is one of the 
most important aids the body has 
in fighting infections.

eyes have become glassy, her hair 
dry, and her skin flabby. Is this 
due to her operation? 


ANSWER: She should consult her 
physician about her condition. If it 
is caused by too little thyroid se- 
cretion she can be given an extract 
of, the gland. If it is not caused 
by the operation, other treatments 
are in order.

The Doctor 
Says:

When a thermometer is placed 
under the tongue, an average tem- 
perature of 98.6 F. is recorded. Ma- 
ny normal persons have a mouth 
temperature which is higher 
or 
lower than this figure. 


Temperature 
is lowest in the 
morning and highest in the late af- 
ternoon or evening. To record these 
differences most hospitals have a 
practice of making routine temper- 
ature observations 
in the morn- 


ing on a fasting stomach before 
drink has been taken and between 
3 and 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 
There may be a normal difference 
in these temperatures of one 
to 
two degrees. 


If either the morning or after- 


noon mouth temperature is higher 
than 99.6 F., the 
temperature 
should be taken every four hours 
—at 7 a. m., 
11 a. m., 
3 p 
m, 
7 p m . and 11 p. m and during 
the night if the patient is awake. 


Proper method of taking mouth 
temperature is to wash the ther- 
mometer with soap and water and 
rinse it with plain water or anti- 
septic. 
It should be thoroughly 


shaken down and placed under the 
tongue with the lips closed. 


Shows Body Reaction 
Commonest variety of fever re- 
sults from an infection. It repres- 
ents the reaction of the body to 
an invasion by the germs. Usually 
the higher the fever the better the 
reaction. When the patient improves 
the temperature returns to normal. 
Fever which follows a surgical 
operation or an injury results from 
the-abssorption of destroyed tissues 
by the body. 


Although fever may be a sign 


of serious disease, it is one of the 
most important aids the body has 
in fighting infections.

eyes have become glassy, her hair 
dry, and her skin flabby. Is this 
due to her operation? 


ANSWER: She should consult her 
physician about her condition. If it 
is caused by too little thyroid se- 
cretion she can be given an extract 
of, the gland.

The Doctor 
Says:

When a thermometer is placed 
under the tongue, an average tem- 
perature of 98.6 F. is recorded. Ma- 
ny normal persons have a mouth 
temperature which is higher 
or 
lower than this figure. 


Temperature 
is lowest in the 
morning and highest in the late af- 
ternoon or evening. To record these 
differences most hospitals have a 
practice of making routine temper- 
ature observations 
in the morn- 


ing on a fasting stomach before 
drink has been taken and between 
3 and 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 
There may be a normal difference 
in these temperatures of one 
to 
two degrees. 


If either the morning or after- 


noon mouth temperature is higher 
than 99.6 F., the 
temperature 
should be taken every four hours 
—at 7 a. m., 
11 a. m., 
3 p 
m, 
7 p m . and 11 p. m and during 
the night if the patient is awake. 


Proper method of taking mouth 
temperature is to wash the ther- 
mometer with soap and water and 
rinse it with plain water or anti- 
septic. 
It should be thoroughly 


shaken down and placed under the 
tongue with the lips closed. 


Shows Body Reaction 
Commonest variety of fever re- 
sults from an infection. It repres- 
ents the reaction of the body to 
an invasion by the germs. Usually 
the higher the fever the better the 
reaction. When the patient improves 
the temperature returns to normal. 
Fever which follows a surgical 
operation or an injury results from 
the-abssorption of destroyed tissues 
by the body. 


Although fever may be a sign 


of serious disease, it is one of the 
most important aids the body has 
in fighting infections.

eyes have become glassy, her hair 
dry, and her skin flabby. Is this 
due to her operation? 


ANSWER: She should consult her 
physician about her condition. If it 
is caused by too little thyroid se- 
cretion she can be given an extract 
of, the gland. If it is not caused 
by the operation, other treatments 
are in order.

Roerich was carrying a mission to 
China and Mongolia for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


It will be necessary for the read- 


er to pay close . attention to keep 
the relationships straight. 


Louis L. Horch, at present the 
regional director of 
the 
Depart 
ment of Commerce for the states of 
New York and New Jersey, 
with 


offices in New York, was a dis- 
ciple of Roerich. He has stated that 
this organization, of which Wallace 
was certainly a familiar if not for- 
mally a member, svas a cult and 
that the faithful regarded Roericn 
as god almighty. 


He compared Roorich to Father 
Devine, the Negro cultist, 
whose 
'ollowers believe that he is god. 
The idiotic 
guru 
letters 
which j 
urned up in the 1940 persidential 
:ampaign as material intended to 
discredit Wallace, express 
rever- 
ence for Roerich and indicate that 
he writer had consecrated himself 
o a holocaust by means of which 
he, as it were, dross would be 
burned off mankind and a 
fine 
surviving race would be produced. 
Phe Russians called their-massa- 
cres a liquidation. The 
Germans 
called theirsxa purge. Both were re- 
Jional, This holocaust was to pur- 
fy mankind and therefore was in- 
:ended to sweep the whole world.' 
Wallace sent Roerich to Asia, os- 


;cnsibly to hunt grass seed, in 1934 
and canned him by cable in 1935. 
Sorch later testified that there was 
,alk in the cult of a scheme 
to 
make Roerich "head" of an inde- 
pendent state of Siberia. The guru 
.etters were written before 
V/al- 
ace sent Roerich on the trip, in 
contemplation of the Siberian proj- 
ct. 
In 
1938, 
Wallace 
appointed 
Horch, the chief disciple of the old 
cult, to the position of senior mar- 
keting specialist of the Department 
of Agriculture, with offices in New 
York. Horch had spent more than 
$1,000,000 as angel or sucker for 
Roerich's cultural 
and 
spiritual 
promotions and, in that experience, 
he had adopted a spiritual pseu- 
donym, "Logvan." 
Wallace knew him as a fellow- 
traveller in Roerich's queer circle 
during the years of their joint in- 
terest. Horch -continued to work for 
the Department of Agriculture until 
1942, bv which: time Wallace was 
vice-president. In Feb. 1942, short- 
ly after Pearl.,.Harbor, Wallace's 
spiritual comrade was transferred 
to the Board of.Economic Warfare 
as assistant chief -in the New York 
bureau. 
4 
Horch was steadily promoted and 
reached the status of chief of the 
requirements and supply division 
in the New York office of the For- 
eign Economic ' Administration in 
(1944. On March 2, 1045, Wallace 
'became secretary 
of .commerce. 
Roosevelt, who nppoinetd him, by 
thisr time knew all about the idiotic 
guru letters, about Wallace's as- 
sociation with Roerich and about 
Henry's interest in esoteric or mys- 
terious religions and the old, dis- 
credited pseudo-science of 
astrol- 


ogy. Nevertheless, Roosevelt fired 
Jesse Jones from the position of 
secretary of commerce lo vacate 
the job for Wallace.

Louis L. Horch, at present the 
regional director of 
the

ment of Commerce for the states of 
New York and New Jersey, 
with 


offices in New York, was a dis- 
ciple of Roerich. He has stated that 
this organization, of which Wallace 
was certainly a familiar if not for- 
mally a member, svas a cult and 
that the faithful regarded Roericn 
as god almighty. 


He compared Roorich to Father 
Devine, the Negro cultist, 
whose 
'ollowers believe that he is god. 
The idiotic 
guru 
letters 
which j 
urned up in the 1940 persidential 
:ampaign as material intended to 
discredit Wallace, express 
rever- 
ence for Roerich and indicate that 
he writer had consecrated himself 
o a holocaust by means of which 
he, as it were, dross would be 
burned off mankind and a 
fine 
surviving race would be produced. 
Phe Russians called their-massa- 
cres a liquidation. The 
Germans 
called theirsxa purge. Both were re- 
Jional, This holocaust was to pur- 
fy mankind and therefore was in- 
:ended to sweep the whole world.' 
Wallace sent Roerich to Asia, os- 


;cnsibly to hunt grass seed, in 1934 
and canned him by cable in 1935. 
Sorch later testified that there was 
,alk in the cult of a scheme 
to 
make Roerich "head" of an inde- 
pendent state of Siberia. The guru 
.etters were written before 
V/al- 
ace sent Roerich on the trip, in 
contemplation of the Siberian proj- 
ct. 
In 
1938, 
Wallace 
appointed 
Horch, the chief disciple of the old 
cult, to the position of senior mar- 
keting specialist of the Department 
of Agriculture, with offices in New 
York. Horch had spent more than 
$1,000,000 as angel or sucker for 
Roerich's cultural 
and 
spiritual 
promotions and, in that experience, 
he had adopted a spiritual pseu- 
donym, "Logvan." 
Wallace knew him as a fellow- 
traveller in Roerich's queer circle 
during the years of their joint in- 
terest. Horch -continued to work for 
the Department of Agriculture until 
1942, bv which: time Wallace was 
vice-president. In Feb. 1942, short- 
ly after Pearl.,.Harbor, Wallace's 
spiritual comrade was transferred 
to the Board of.Economic Warfare 
as assistant chief -in the New York 
bureau.

Horch was steadily promoted and 
reached the status of chief of the 
requirements and supply division 
in the New York office of the For- 
eign Economic ' Administration in 
(1944. On March 2, 1045, Wallace 
'became secretary 
of .commerce. 
Roosevelt, who nppoinetd him, by 
thisr time knew all about the idiotic 
guru letters, about Wallace's as- 
sociation with Roerich and about 
Henry's interest in esoteric or mys- 
terious religions and the old, dis- 
credited pseudo-science of 
astrol- 


ogy. Nevertheless, Roosevelt fired 
Jesse Jones from the position of 
secretary of commerce lo vacate 
the job for Wallace.

He has stated that 
this organization, of which Wallace 
was certainly a familiar if not for- 
mally a member, svas a cult and 
that the faithful regarded Roericn 
as god almighty. 


He compared Roorich to Father 
Devine, the Negro cultist, 
whose 
'ollowers believe that he is god. 
The idiotic 
guru 
letters 
which j 
urned up in the 1940 persidential 
:ampaign as material intended to 
discredit Wallace, express 
rever- 
ence for Roerich and indicate that 
he writer had consecrated himself 
o a holocaust by means of which 
he, as it were, dross would be 
burned off mankind and a 
fine 
surviving race would be produced. 
Phe Russians called their-massa- 
cres a liquidation. The 
Germans 
called theirsxa purge. Both were re- 
Jional, This holocaust was to pur- 
fy mankind and therefore was in- 
:ended to sweep the whole world.' 
Wallace sent Roerich to Asia, os- 


;cnsibly to hunt grass seed, in 1934 
and canned him by cable in 1935. 
Sorch later testified that there was 
,alk in the cult of a scheme 
to 
make Roerich "head" of an inde- 
pendent state of Siberia. The guru 
.etters were written before 
V/al- 
ace sent Roerich on the trip, in 
contemplation of the Siberian proj- 
ct.

Wallace 
appointed 
Horch, the chief disciple of the old 
cult, to the position of senior mar- 
keting specialist of the Department 
of Agriculture, with offices in New 
York. Horch had spent more than 
$1,000,000 as angel or sucker for

promotions and, in that experience, 
he had adopted a spiritual pseu- 
donym, "Logvan." 
Wallace knew him as a fellow- 
traveller in Roerich's queer circle 
during the years of their joint in- 
terest.

1942, bv which: time Wallace was 
vice-president. In Feb. 1942, short- 
ly after Pearl.,.Harbor, Wallace's 
spiritual comrade was transferred 
to the Board of.Economic Warfare 
as assistant chief -in the New York 
bureau.

Horch was steadily promoted and 
reached the status of chief of the 
requirements and supply division 
in the New York office of the For- 
eign Economic ' Administration in 
(1944. On March 2, 1045, Wallace 
'became secretary 
of .commerce. 
Roosevelt, who nppoinetd him, by 
thisr time knew all about the idiotic 
guru letters, about Wallace's as- 
sociation with Roerich and about 
Henry's interest in esoteric or mys- 
terious religions and the old, dis- 
credited pseudo-science of 
astrol- 


ogy. Nevertheless, Roosevelt fired 
Jesse Jones from the position of 
secretary of commerce lo vacate 
the job for Wallace.

ciple of Roerich. He has stated that 
this organization, of which Wallace 
was certainly a familiar if not for- 
mally a member, svas a cult and 
that the faithful regarded Roericn 
as god almighty. 


He compared Roorich to Father 
Devine, the Negro cultist, 
whose 
'ollowers believe that he is god. 
The idiotic 
guru 
letters 
which j 
urned up in the 1940 persidential 
:ampaign as material intended to 
discredit Wallace, express 
rever- 
ence for Roerich and indicate that 
he writer had consecrated himself 
o a holocaust by means of which 
he, as it were, dross would be 
burned off mankind and a 
fine 
surviving race would be produced. 
Phe Russians called their-massa- 
cres a liquidation. The 
Germans 
called theirsxa purge. Both were re- 
Jional, This holocaust was to pur- 
fy mankind and therefore was in- 
:ended to sweep the whole world.' 
Wallace sent Roerich to Asia, os- 


;cnsibly to hunt grass seed, in 1934 
and canned him by cable in 1935. 
Sorch later testified that there was 
,alk in the cult of a scheme 
to 
make Roerich "head" of an inde- 
pendent state of Siberia. The guru 
.etters were written before 
V/al- 
ace sent Roerich on the trip, in 
contemplation of the Siberian proj- 
ct.

1938, 
Wallace 
appointed 
Horch, the chief disciple of the old 
cult, to the position of senior mar- 
keting specialist of the Department 
of Agriculture, with offices in New 
York. Horch had spent more than 
$1,000,000 as angel or sucker for 
Roerich's cultural 
and 
spiritual 
promotions and, in that experience, 
he had adopted a spiritual pseu- 
donym, "Logvan." 
Wallace knew him as a fellow- 
traveller in Roerich's queer circle 
during the years of their joint in- 
terest. Horch -continued to work for 
the Department of Agriculture until 
1942, bv which: time Wallace was 
vice-president. In Feb. 1942, short- 
ly after Pearl.,.Harbor, Wallace's 
spiritual comrade was transferred 
to the Board of.Economic Warfare 
as assistant chief -in the New York 
bureau.

Horch was steadily promoted and 
reached the status of chief of the 
requirements and supply division 
in the New York office of the For- 
eign Economic ' Administration in 
(1944. On March 2, 1045, Wallace 
'became secretary 
of .commerce. 
Roosevelt, who nppoinetd him, by 
thisr time knew all about the idiotic 
guru letters, about Wallace's as- 
sociation with Roerich and about 
Henry's interest in esoteric or mys- 
terious religions and the old, dis- 
credited pseudo-science of 
astrol- 


ogy. Nevertheless, Roosevelt fired 
Jesse Jones from the position of 
secretary of commerce lo vacate 
the job for Wallace.

U. S. Ends Year 
With Substantial 
Budget Surplus! 


Washington, July 2—(/P)— Secre- 
tary Snyder announced today the 
government finished the 1947 fis- 
cal year Monday with 
a 
budget 


"arplus of almost $754,000,000. 


That 
was 
approximately $500,- 


000,000 less than President Truman 
had estimated on 
April 
19 
and 


$401,000,000 below the record high 
set under President Coolidge ex- 
actly 20 years ago. 


But it was the first surplus in 17 
years and it broke up a string of 
deficits that began under Herbert 
Hoover and had continued 
under 
Presidents Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and Truman. 


Snyder told a news conference 


that the surplus—which represents 
the amount that government 
in- 


come exceeded spending over the 
last 12 months—already; has been 
applied on the national debt. 


With that amount included, debt 
retirement over 
the 
fiscal year 


totaled $11,522,000,000, Snyder said. 
The debt stood at $258,376,000,- 


000,000 oil June 3. That was $21- 
388,000,000 below the all-time peak 
reached 16 months ago. 


The exact amount of the surplus 


was $753,787,660.28. For the previ- 
ous year, the government had had 
a deficit of 
$20,676,000,000. 
This 


meant an improvement 
of more 
than $21,000,000,000 for last 
year 


compared with the preceding one. 
Net budget receipts totaled $43,- 


258,833,188 compared with a nresi- 
clential estimate in April of $42,- 
500,000,000.
